If 
the community members do not show a permit, then the Rangers will 
search them for money. The Rangers will take any money they find 
on the community members saying they obtained it illegally from 
the tourists. 


Members of the Wounded Knee community are frustrated 
and discouraged because they have attempted to contact the Pine 
Ridge Attorney General 1 s Office in an attempt to recover their 
money, however, have been unable to. Some of the community 
members claim the money taken by the Rangers was money that 
belonged to the person being questioned and had not been money 
received from any of the tourists. The Rangers do not issue any 
receipts for money they have taken.

The group has said its bound¬ 
aries would encompass land in 
the Dakotas, Montana and Ne¬ 
braska as outlined in the 1851 
Fort Laramie treaty. The group 
does not have the backing of the 
Lakota tribes in South Dakota. 


The grand juries will gather 
evidence that will be turned over 
to state and federal authorities, 
including Congress, Means said. 

“More importantly, we're go¬ 
ing to the international commu¬ 
nity," he said. “Even more im¬ 
portant than that, we’re going to 
the Web because that has been 
the Republic of Lakotah’s 
strength.” 

Means said one hearing had 
been held in Chadron, Neb., and 
another is pending, 

“We’re going to be investigat¬ 
ing the so-called border towns 
around the Sioux Indian reser¬ 
vations for racism and hatred," 
he said. 

Statistics uncovered in Ne¬ 
braska confirm there are in¬ 
come and education disparities 
for all racial groups. Incarcera¬ 
tions and police stops in Ne¬ 
braska for Native Americans 
point to those disparities, he 
said. 

With Means at the press con¬ 


ference were Earl Tall and Betty 
Janis of Manderson. The broth¬ 
er and sister’s experiences with 
tribal law enforcement speak to 
the need for the investigation, 
Means said. 

Tall said that he and other 
members of his family have 
been arrested and jailed on dif¬ 
ferent occasions, but no charges 
have ever been filed against 
him. Complaints filed against 
tribal officers have been ignored, 
Tall said, which is why he 
turned to Means for help. 

After an accidental shooting 
at Manderson, Janis, who has 
rheumatoid arthritis, said tribal 
officers came to her home de¬ 
manding to search the house for 
Tail’s grandson. 

According to Janis, she was 
arrested and charged with as¬ 
saulting an officer after she 
stepped between an officer and 
her grandson. 

Tail’s grandson was eventu¬ 
ally located and spent/eight days 


in jail before being released 
without any charges being filed. 

People on the reservation are 
afraid to speak out against the 
abuses they have suffered, Ja¬ 
nis said. 

’They fear retaliation from 
police officers and their fami¬ 
lies," she said. ‘They’re all tied 
together." 

There are no checks and bal¬ 
ances of tribal government of 
any kind or any of the programs 
the federal government spon¬ 
sors on the reservations, Means 
said. 

There’s lawlessness among 
the law," he said. 

Some tribal police are run¬ 
ning rampant, according to 
Means. . 

The Bureau of Indian Affairs 
refuses to five un to its federal 
responsibilities, on reservations, 
Means said.

Native American activist Russell Means is -_- 
organizing a group of Lakotah Indians who wiU- 
fish without licenses on Monday, Aug* 25* 
Means, who terms hiri^elf “chief facilitator of_ 
the Republic of Lakotahj” plans to lead a 
group to the Sheridan L4ke Recreation Area 
near Rapid City, refuse ti pay the admission fee, 
and fish without paying tne license fee* It is 
slated to happen at 1 p*m. 

The Republic of Lakotah is the name of the 
area that Means claims isjnow an independent 
nation. Hie area's borders are carved from sev¬ 
eral Midwest states, including South Dakota. 

Means claims that Lakota retained the right 
to fish and pass in the 1851 Fort Laramie Treaty 
territory and that those rights continue today 
and are backed by Article VI of the U*S, 
Constitution. 

He said the fishing prot ^t is in “the tradition 
of Gandhi and Martin Lui her King*” 

The event, which is being billed as the 
Lakotah Freedom Fishing Day, is about much 
more than the admission fee or the fishing 


license fee; it is about getting the South ■ 
- Dakota and United States governments to fol¬ 
low their own laws, Means said, 

“After having been an occupied nation for 
over 150 years, we have asked the United 
States government to leave our country ” he 
stated in a press release* “Meanwhile, until the 
United States government leaves Lakota terri¬ 
tory we will take every opportunity to insist it 
follow its own laws and that its states do the ■ 
same.”

Tentative structure of the provisional government:

A Congress will be made up of a representative from 
each lodge or neighborhood. 

The legal document or "Constitution" for the Lakotah 
Nation is the 1851 Treaty of Fort Laramie, signed September 17, 
1951, and ratified by the U. S. Congress in 1853. The Treaty was 
made between the U. S. Congress and the following Indian Nations: 
Lakota, Crow, Hidatsa, Mandan, Arikara, Cheyenne and Arapaho. 

Means wants to pressure the U. S. Congress to honor the 
Treaty and return the Black Hills and Pipestone Quarries to the 
Indian Nations who use those lands for spiritual purposes.
